Tho German. chemical industry particu- f 


larly is filled with misgivings, In has in_ 
formation to the effect that the so-called 
‘anti-German trade crusade” will shortly 
be aggravated by the passage , of laws con- 
ferring preferential treatment upon imports 
of artificial indigo from India, Thiy would 
deal a heavy blow to German chemics 
factories, which havo built up an enormous 
trade in that product in Great Britain. 


Gerimin tuerchants are also perturbed 
by tho announcement that a private organ- 
isation kas been formed to keep close watch 
on foreign-plated articles in Britain, and 
report to the Comptroller of Patents if the 
patentees are seekiug to ovade the provi- 
sions of tho new Act. ;

THE MANUFACTURE oF 
“JOSS STICKS.” 

Tho British Prode Journal publishes the 
following from the pon of the United Statas 
Vice Consul-General at Canton :—The 
manufacture of joss sticks (often known as 
punk in the United States) in Canton is 
quite an extensive industry, andthe ex- 
ports toforeign countries daring the last 
few years indicate an increasingtrads in 
that direction. During 1906 there were 
1,958,800 pounds of this article shipped 
out of Canton, tho. value of ‘which was 
$65,516, United Stales currency, whilo in 
1907 the exports increased to 2,239,400 
pounds, valued at $104,805. Tho declared 
valuo of exports-to tho United States 
during recent years'vas $26,175 in 1905, 
$5,015 in’ 1906, $20,339 in. 1907, and 
$9,333 for the firat nine months of 1908, 
Having received several inquiries regard~ 
ing joss sticks, especially in method of 
manufacture and: the materials wed, E 
recently visited one of the large firms 
where thoy are manufactured. ‘Some of 
the woods used in the manufacture of this 
incense are found onlyin China, and there- 
fore no foreign names can be givon them. 
Various kinds of woods used are reduced 
by hend to a dust with rasps or tiles, The 
|sugar and {minerals used are ground tos 
fine powder in millstonos. The materials 
are then mixed in on urn, Chinese wine 
being used to moisten them, and are 
there thoronghly: knoded. _When'suffici- 
ently mixed the mass is given to 
the man who rolls ‘the sticks, This 
person sits before «table; sprinkled with 
sondalwood dust, witha basket in his lap. 
Ta. his right hand a wooden’ troweland in 
The 
‘mixture is worked down to a body about 
the size ofa large wiro, when’ atick is pup, 
on to the table and with the trowel thesab_ 
stance is skilfully rolled-on. to the bamboo 
stick. - Tic alcohol in the wine caisses it to 
-dry rapidly, and’ tho sticks ara ready for 
packing almost immediately. ‘The yorkers 
are paid at the. rato of 82 cents, United
